The  ideals  of  Wayne  Morse 
remain  relevant  and  timely 

Again  this  year  the  mayor  proclaimed  Oct. 
20  Wayne  Morse  Day  in  Eugene.  Who  is  this 
man  many  claim  to  be  among  the  greatest 
Oregonians  ever?  He  represented  Oregon  as  a  U.S. 
senator  for  24  years.  The  U.S.  Courthouse  bears  his 
name.  He  was  dean  of  the  UO  Law  School  for  14  years. 
The  law  school  lobby  is  named  for  him.  The  entrance 
to  the  Lane  County  Courthouse  is  called  the  Wayne 
Morse  Free  Speech  Plaza.  It  features  a  statue  of  the 
senator  pointing  at  us  with  the  Constitution  under  his 
arm. 

He  was  a  lifetime  farmer,  and  his  28-acre  family 
farm  is  now  a  city  park.  This  man  of  principle  loved  his 
family,  farming,  teaching  and  representing  the  people 
of  Oregon. 

We  celebrate  his  spirit  of  dedication  to  democracy; 
open,  clean  government;  and  civic  discourse.  When 
Morse  moved  to  Eugene  in  1930  he  became  the 
youngest  law  school  dean  in  the  nation.  He  died  here 
in  1974  during  a  closely  contested  Senate  race  using 
the  same  motto  he  used  when  running  for  president  of 
his  college  class:  "Principle  Above  Politics." 

Although  his  achievements  are  impressive,  we 
celebrate  his  spirit  today  because  his  efforts  to  end 
militarism,  racism  and  exploitation  are  ongoing.  To 
understand  the  spirit  of  Wayne  Morse  is  to  understand 
the  spirit  of  democracy  2,500  years  ago.  The  Greeks 
were  the  first  to  believe  that  humans  were  capable  of 


governing  themselves.  Their  celebration  of  humanity 
needed  no  gods,  warlords  or  kings.  The  Greeks  put 
into  practice  the  belief  that  humankind  is  born  with  a 
sense  of  justice  and  that  people  can  rule  themselves. 

Morse,  like  the  Greeks,  trusted  in  the  people.  He 
once  said,  "I  have  complete  faith  in  the  American 
people  to  do  the  right  thing  if  given  all  the  facts.  My 
charge  is  that  the  government  isn't  giving  the  people 
all  the  facts."  Open,  honest  government  was  a  key 
Morse  principle.  Another  was  citizen  involvement  and 
civic  discourse,  bringing  to  mind  another  Greek  word 
idoites  (our  word  "idiot"  today),  which  originally  meant 
those  citizens  who  took  no  part  in  public  affairs. 


We  celebrate  his  spirit  by  acknowledging  efforts  of 
citizenship  locally  and  globally.  Many  citizens  stand  on 
his  shoulders  but  have  never  heard  his  name.  Today 
his  spirit  is  manifested  by  many  involved  in  grassroots 
education.  He  believed  ordinary  citizens  can  make 
extraordinary  differences  in  our  society.  The  spirit  of 
democracy  assumes  altruistic  efforts  for  the  common 
good. 

In  the  spirit  of  Morse's  commitment  to  farmers 
and  sustainable  agriculture  in  Oregon,  the  Wayne 
Morse  Now  award  honors  Dan  Armstrong  for  his 
grassroots  advocacy  for  local  farmers  and  to  keep 
Oregon  agriculture  at  the  center  of  our  civic  discourse. 
Armstrong  promotes  a  vision  for  the  Willamette  Valley 
based  on  a  re-localized  and  reinvigorated  agricultural 
economy.  He  helps  coordinate  local  food  advocates 
to  make  this  vision  a  reality.  His  involvement  with  the 
Southern  Willamette  Valley  Bean  and  Grain  Project 
and  the  Lane  County  Fairgrounds  Repair  Project  uses 
civic  discourse  to  educate  citizens  on  food  security 
and  the  necessity  of  rebuilding  our  local  food  system. 
His  website  is  www.mudcitypress.com 

How  would  Morse  today  evaluate  the  progress 
of  our  democracy?  Militarism  at  home  and  abroad, 
racism  and  poverty  have  not  abated;  nor  has  secrecy  in 
government.  The  gap  between  the  rich  and  poor  grows, 
the  level  of  civic  discourse  is  not  the  "marketplace  of 
ideas"  he  cherished. 

On  the  other  hand  the  many  altruistic  citizens 
working  for  the  common  good  carry  his  spirit  even 
though  they  may  have  never  heard  his  name.  To  those 
people  we  send  our  encouragement  and  appreciation. 
Democracy  implies  citizenship.  Bottom-up  change 
implies  local  activism.  Local  talent  and  ideas  are  fine- 
tuned  in  the  crucible  of  discourse,  Wayne  Morse  and 
the  Greeks  valued  giving  without  self-interest.  To 
celebrate  democracy  is  to  celebrate  humanity  and  this 
man.

GIVE  NEEDLES  VALUE 

I  first  want  to  commend  Jim  Evangelista 
(letters,  9/16)  for  his  approach  to  his 
concerns  about  discarded  needles/syringes 
in  Scobert  Park.  We  would  be  a  far  more 
informed  and  accepting  community  if 
more  people  were  willing  to  openly  ask 
questions  and  seek  information  as  he 
was  when  confronted  with  a  disturbing 
issue  like  used  needles  in  a  place  that’s 
supposed  to  be  safe. 

Many  cities  have  done  studies  to  see 
if  the  incidence  of  discarded  needles 
changes  appreciably  when  they  start 
needle  exchange  programs.  The  logic  is 
that  if  needles  are  now  worth  something 
for  exchange,  then  they  will  be  more  likely 
to  be  turned  in  for  a  new  one  rather  than 
left  in  a  park.  Every  study  I  have  seen  says 
that  indeed  these  cities  And  fewer  needles 
lying  around  when  these  programs  exist. 

There  is  actually  quite  a  bit  of  research 
showing  that  our  initial  concerns  about 
needle  exchange  are  not  borne  out  by 
research  —  in  fact,  most  studies  show  a 
very  positive  impact  in  the  communities 
where  needle  exchanges  operate.  I 
encourage  you  to  check  out  http://wkly. 
ws/s5  as  a  good  source  of  evidence-based 
information.

But  that 
doesn't  mean  Oregon  Democrats  are  going  to  roll  over 
when  you  consider  the  implications  of  some  of  our  races. 
There  is  clearly  a  strong  stench  of  anti-incumbency  out 
there,  but  Democrats  haven't  forgotten  who  created  the 
collapse  of  Wall  Street  and  our  plummeting  economy. 
Dubya  inherited  a  balanced  federal  budget  from  Clinton, 
started  two  wars  and  drove  the  national  deficit  up 
rapidly.

Then  there's  Art  Robinson. 

The  two  astronauts  who 
endorsed  him  never  reveal 
what  planet  they  found  him 
on.R-GreporterSusan  Palmer 
should  win  an  award  for  best 
understated  neologism  of  this 
political  season  for  describing 
Peter  DeFazio's  opponent  as 
having  "fairly  nonmainstream 
views."  No  kidding! 

Art  believes  we  should  sprinkle 
radioactive  wastewater  into  our 
oceans  and  our  local  water  supply 
and  that  "no  health  or  environmental 
risks  would  ever  occur."  And  I  thought  the 
fluoride  controversy  was  dicey!  Where's  the  John 
Birch  Society  when  we  need  them? 

Art  believes  that  oil  company  profits  in  2005  of 
$113  billion  were  "quite  reasonable."  Really,  Art?  $113 
billion? 

Just  18  months  ago,  he  said,  "I  think  public  schools 
should  be  abolished."  Just  10  months  ago,  he  said, 
"Incarceration  of  a  child  in  today's  American  public 
schools  is  -  I'm  sorry  to  say  -  child  abuse."  Neither 
of  these  quotes  is  taken  out  of  context,  and  both  are 
consistent  with  a  review  of  15  years  of  Robinson's  view 
of  public  education,  both  in  writing  and  speaking.

specifically  on  blacks  and  Muslims,  are 
equally  incredibly  misinformed. 

There's  a  reason  Peter  DeFazio  has 
been  our  congressman  since  1986: 
He's  an  honorable,  intelligent, 
hard-working  man.  He  has  been 
a  role  model  to  a  generation 
of  locally  elected  Democrats. 
Robinson,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  sort  of  nonmainstream. 

And  finally  there's 
Marilyn  Kittelman,  running 
against  Sen.  Floyd  Prozanski. 
Even  A/I/1/  Republican,  a 
respected  conservative 

Oregon  Republican  blog, 
called  Kittelman  a  "race-baiting 
Republican"  with  strong  ties  to 
One  Nation  United,  an  out-of-state 
racist  organization.  She  harassed 
the  Cow  Creek  Band  of  the  Umpqua 
tribe  so  severely  over  their  attempts  to 
place  tribal  lands  into  federal  trust  that  members 
of  the  Republican  Party  tried  to  have  her  recalled 
from  the  Douglas  County  Commission.  As  a  county 
commissioner,  Kittelman  unilaterally  tried  to  force  the 
county  museum  to  get  rid  of  a  statue  of  Hebe,  a  Greek 
goddess  of  youth,  because  Kittelman  believed  the 
statue  was  anti-Christian.  A  subsequent  lawsuit  cost 
the  taxpayers  of  Douglas  County  nearly  $700,000 
in  legal  and  investigative  fees.  The  museum  director 
eventually  won  her  lawsuit  and  a  huge  settlement.

COUGAR  KILLS  FOR  NAUGHT? 

The  ODFW's  cougar  plan  faces  some  steep  criticism  in  a  review  of  its  first  three  years. 

The  state  plan  set  up  areas  for  the  targeted  killing  of  cougars  in  order  to  study  the  results  on  human  safety  and 
predation.  No  human  death  has  been  recorded  as  a  result  of  a  cougar  attack  in  Oregon.  Dr.  Robert  Weilgus  of 
Washington  State  University  wrote  in  his  review  that  no  evidence  was  used  to  support  statements  claiming  that  the 
Oregon  kills  reduced  depredation. 

"When  the  plan  came  into  being,  in  2005,  the  purported  purpose  of  the  plan  was  to  increase  public  safety,  in  order 
to  achieve  that  the  plan  is  designed  to  do  one  thing  only  and  that  is  increase  cougar  mortality,"  says  Sally  Mackler  of 
Predator  Defense. 

Contrary  to  the  design  of  the  study,  research  suggests  that  too  many  cougar  kills  increase  the  proportion  of 
juvenile  cougars,  which  are  usually  killed  by  rival  adult  males  in  the  wild.  Juvenile  cougars  are  more  likely  to  resort  to 
using  livestock  as  food,  and  may  even  attack  humans.  "By  pursing  this  kill-only  strategy,  we're  in  conflict  with  the 
purpose  of  the  plan,"  Mackler  says. 

Activists  in  the  big  cat  arena  believe  that  future  plans  should  rely  on  different  methods  of  cougar  management  for 
financial  reasons,  as  well.  "The  information  that  we  have  from  the  review  shows  that  it  costs  about  $3,000  per  cougar 
killed.  About  100  were  killed  in  first  three  years  of  the  plan,  and  it  cost  $310,500  to  accomplish  that,"  Mackler  says. 
"That  money  could  have  been  spent  better  to  improve  public  safety  and  improve  protections  for  livestock  through  the 
use  of  guard  dogs  and  other  nonlethal  protections." 

Three  years  of  the  cougar  plan  were  compiled  in  an  ODFW  manuscript  and  sent  on  to  13  employees  of  agencies 
similar  to  the  ODFW  and  one  academic  for  peer  review.  Six  responded,  and  the  results  were  presented  to  the  House 
Agriculture,  Natural  Resources  and  Rural  Communities  Committee  in  September.  These  responses  will  be  factors  in 
the  decision  on  renewal  of  the  cougar  plan  in  the  spring.  -  Shannon  Finneli

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WOLF  NUMBERS  DOWN  TO  20 


The  future  of  Oregon's  gray  wolf  is  on  the  line.  Again. 

With  the  state  wolf  population  decreased  to  20,  after  a  recent  illegal  shooting  of  a  male  member  of  the 
Wenaha  pack,  coinciding  with  the  introduction  of  an  updated  five-year  wolf  management  plan,  stakeholders  of 
all  viewpoints  are  concerned. 

"Wolves  are  not  like  any  other  animals,  as  they  have  such  an  important  pack  dynamic,"  Rob  Klavins, 
roadless  wildlands  advocate  for  Oregon  Wild,  said.  "Upsetting  this  structure  could  create  much  more 
problems  than  those  avoided  by  killing  a  wolf." 

On  Sept.  30,  a  federal  official  discovered  the  body  of  the  3-year-old  radio-collared  wolf  in  the  Umatilla 
National  Forest.  Although  not  the  alpha  male,  this  wolf  was  one  of  four  adults  in  the  Wenaha  pack.  The 
U.S.  Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife  determined  that  the  wolf  was  killed  by  gunshot  and  announced  a 
$2,500  reward  to  information  leading  to  the  arrest  of  those  involved. 

Oregon  Wild,  along  with  other  state  wildlife  conservation  groups  and  concerned  northeast  Oregon 
residents,  added  another  $7,500  to  the  reward  after  hearing  of  the  incident. 

"Oregon's  budding  wolf  population  can't  sustain  this,"  Josh  Laughlin,  campaign  manager  for  reward 
contributor  Cascadia  Wildlands,  said.  "As  a  conservation  organization,  we  want  to  see  wolves  on  the 
landscape  where  they  once  were  and  are  meant  to  be." 

This  is  the  third  incident  of  wolf  poaching  since  the  species  returned  to  northeast  Oregon  10  years 
ago,  after  the  government  eradicated  the  entire  state  population  in  the  1930s. 

While  wildlife  conservationists  encourage  any  increase  in  the  small  population,  many  ranchers  feel 
threatened  by  the  wolves'  presence  near  their  cattle  ranches.  The  Oregon  Wolf  Conservation  and 
Management  Plan  update  on  Oct.  1  upset  ranchers  as  it  tightened  restrictions  on  the  right  to  lethally 
stop  a  wolf  from  harming  livestock. 

However,  most  ranchers  hope  to  find  a  balance  between  sustaining  the  wolf  and  livestock  populations. 
Bill  Hoyt,  president  of  the  Oregon  Cattlemen's  Association,  said  the  OCA  denounces  the  most  recent 
poaching  incident. 

"The  thing  most  people  don't  realize  is  that  we  use  the  data  from  the  radio  collared  wolves  to  track 
their  influence  on  our  livestock,"  OCA  President  Bill  Hoyt  said.  "We're  trying  to  coexist  with  these  animals." 
Laughlin  echoed  Hoyt's  hope  for  a  cooperative  future. 

"We  need  to  create  an  atmosphere  of  acceptance  and  an  open  dialogue  with  all  involved,"  Laughlin  said. 
"It's  both  an  exciting  and  challenging  time."  -  Alex  Zielinski

It  turns  out  the 
five  commissioners  reach  consensus  on  just  about 
every  decision.  They  debate  and  negotiate 
extensively  before  anything  goes  to  a  vote.  In 
2009  there  were  159  issues  that  went  to  a  vote, 
and  only  two  votes  were  split  decisions.  So  far  in 
2010,  the  pattern  continues  as  commissioners  have 
voted  in  agreement  on  every  issue  but  one. 
However,  the  voting  record  does  show  a  difference 
in  attendance  at  board  meetings.  Commissioners 
Faye  Stewart  and  Bill  Dwyer  missed  a  lot  of  board 
meetings  in  2009  and  2010. 

•  Everybody  knows  that  football  ratings  are 
meaningless.  Even  Chip  Kelly  says,  maybe  honestly, 
that  he  doesn't  pay  any  attention  to  Oregon's. 

After  all,  we're  only  halfway  through  the  season. 
And  look  at  some  of  the  teams  that  have  gone  into 
that  six-game  winning  streak.  Portland  State? 
Gimme  a  break.  Nevertheless,  isn't  it  fun  to  be 
Number  One?  All  across  the  country  people  are 
saying,  "Oregon?"  So  enjoy  it  while  it  lasts.  Some 
tough  teams  are  coming  up. 

•  Are  you  thinking  of  voting  for  Art  Robinson  for 
Congress?  You  might  want  to  reconsider.  There 
are  distinct  advantages  for  Oregon's  economy  in 
having  an  effective  advocate  for  Oregon  in 
Washington,  D.C.  We've  all  heard  stories  about 
Oregon  doctors  not  accepting  new  Medicare 
patients  because  the  federal  payments  were  too 
small.  Last  year  DeFazio  insisted  on  more 
eguitable  Medicare  reimbursements  for  Oregon 
doctors.  He  even  defied  Obama  and  threatened  to 
hold  up  his  vote  on  health  care  reform.  As  Obama 


promised,  the  increased  reimbursements  came 
through  last  week,  improving  access  to  health  care 
for  137,000  seniors  in  our  region.  What  would  Art 
Robinson  do  if  elected?  Work  to  kill  Medicare.  Do 
you  really  want  Grandma  to  have  to  buy  health 
insurance  on  the  open  market  today? 

DeFazio  also  wrangled  $13.5  million  in  federal 
funds  to  finish  rebuilding  a  vital  133-mile  rail  link 
between  Coguille  and  Eugene.  What  would  Robinson 
do  if  elected?  Keep  such  project  funding  in  private 
hands,  essentially  delaying  repairs  for  decades,  if  not 
forever.  DeFazio  understands  how  government- 
funded  infrastructure  bolsters  private  enterprise. 

•  Remember  all  the  hoopla  last  year  about  Measures 
66  and  67  making  Oregon  a  bad  place  to  do 
business?  We  see  those  same  arguments  today  as 
conservatives  complain  that  our  taxes  and 
regulations  are  killing  our  state  economy.  But  a  new 
study  by  Forbes  magazine  shows  Oregon  rising  to 
sixth-best  state  in  the  country  for  business  and 
careers.  Last  year  Oregon  was  ranked  10th.  The 
Forbes  study  looks  at  business  costs,  labor  pool, 
regulatory  environment,  current  economic  climate, 
growth  prospects  and  guality  of  life.  We're  ranked 
high  (fourth)  on  our  labor  supply.  But  what  about  our 
high  unemployment  and  poverty  rates?  Oregon  is  a 
highly  desirable  place  to  live,  so  jobless  folks  are 
hanging  around  rather  than  migrating  to  North 
Dakota,  where  there  is  abundant  work.  Companies 
looking  to  relocate  or  expand  appreciate  not  only  our 
guality  of  life  but  also  our  educated  and  trained 
workforce.  The  Forbes  study  indicates  we  are 
positioned  better  than  most  other  states  for  eventual 
economic  recovery.

expansion  decisions.  This  form  of  mediation  with 
broad  community  input  is  a  noble  process,  but  the 
outcome  is  predictable:  some  kind  of  compromise 
involving  UGB  expansion  and  infill.  We  generally 
favor  conciliation  and  compromise,  but  our 
environment  and  guality  of  life  are  already 
compromised  by  sprawl  and  destruction  of 
productive  farmland.  Look  at  our  low  density.  We 
really  have  no  shortage  of  buildable  residential, 
commercial  and  industrial  land.  State  law  reguires 
that  we  identify  an  adeguate  land  supply  for  future 
growth,  but  we  can  do  that  through  proactive 
planning  for  infill,  reclaiming  brownfield  sites  such 
as  old  railyards,  and  growing  up,  instead  of  out. 
There's  no  true  leadership  in  doing  the  same  old 
sprawl  planning,  year  after  year,  driven  in  large  part 
by  the  greed  of  land  speculators. 

*  Some  welcomed  grants  have  come  to  local 
environmental  nonprofits  lately.  Congrats  to  the 
Oregon  Toxics  Alliance  for  a  $63,350  "capacity 
building"  grant  over  the  next  two  years  from  the 
Meyer  Memorial  Trust.  And  Nearby  Nature,  an 
education  nonprofit  "dedicated  to  fostering 
appreciation  of  the  outdoor  world  and  providing 
tools  for  ecological  living,"  landed  a  $10,000  grant 
from  Staples  Foundation  for  environmental 
education  programs.  Eugene  is  home  to  hundreds 
of  nonprofits  doing  exceptional  work,  usually  on 
shoestring  budgets.  It's  good  to  see  some  love 
flowing  their  way,  whether  it's  from  volunteers  or 
foundations.

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Transition  Techniques 

Conserving  the  river  and  an  organic  conversion 


The  cool  waters  of  the  McKenzie  River  splash  in 
the  background  and  wet  the  air  as  the  wind  rushes 
through  the  riparian  forest.  Crops  like  tomatoes, 
lettuce  and  dry  beans  populate  40  acres  unmarred  by 
pesticides  or  synthetic  fertilizers.  Livestock  linger  as 
students  visit  on  a  field  trip,  learning  about  the  crops  that 
become  their  lunches,  and  local  farmers  experimenting 
with  new  techniques  discuss  their  strategies  over  test  crops. 

This  is  the  image  of  the  future  shared  by  McKenzie 
River  Trust,  EWEB,  Cascade  Pacific  RC&D,  Willamette 
Farm  and  Food  and  host  of  other  partners  collaborating 
on  the  planned  demonstration  farm  at  the  freshly  acquired 
Berggren  Watershed  Conservation  area.  Dave  Ritchie, 
cartographer  at  the  Lane  Council  of  Governments  and 
project  overseer,  says,  ‘T  think  what  we  all  envision  is  a 
place  that  can  set  an  example  for  how  to  cope  with  changes 
in  agriculture  and  agricultural  markets,  especially  locally.” 

This  summer,  McKenzie  River  Trust  became  the  proud 
owner  of  92  acres  of  riparian  forest  and  farmland  along 
the  McKenzie  River,  thanks  to  EWEB  and  the  BPA’s 
donation  to  compensate  for  the  Willamette  Valley  Project 
(an  extensive  series  of  dams)  and  a  contribution  from  the 
original  landowners,  Richard  and  Sandra  Hunsaker. 

Organizers  are  collaborating  to  create  a  40-acre 
organic  demonstration  farm  on  the  site  of  what  is  now 
conventionally  grown  hay.  The  farm  will  feature  crops  that 
aren’t  widely  grown  in  Lane  County  but  have  the  potential 
to  create  sustainable  local  markets.  Soil  tests  in  the  works 
will  reveal  more  about  what  these  crops  might  be.  Ritchie 
says  the  criteria  are  fairly  simple,  “Something  that  can 
grow  here,  something  that  has  reasonable  opportunity  for 
whatever  processing  might  be  and  something  like  tomatoes 
that  people  eat  regularly  or  have  some  other  destination 
market.” 

New  farming  techniques  can  be  tricky,  and  venturing 
into  new  markets  a  risky  business.  Providing  a  laboratory 
for  organic  ideas  could  persuade  farmers  to  commit  to  a 
conversion. 

‘T  think  the  biggest  challenge  is  financing  it  because 
there’s  a  lot  of  input  in  the  transition  process,”  says  Lynn 
Fessenden,  executive  director  of  Willamette  Farm  and 
Food.  “It’s  typically  a  three  year  process,  sometimes 
longer.  And  for  those  three  years,  they  can’t  sell  their  crops 
at  a  premium  price.” 

Part  of  Willamette  Farm  and  Food’s  role  in  the 
demonstration  farm  will  be  helping  the  farm  and  other 


local  farmers  find  markets  for  their  transitional  organic 
produce.  “Schools  are  a  good  market  for  transitional  crops 
that  are  not  certified  organic  because  most  schools  aren’t 
buying  all  organic,”  Fessenden  says. 

FoodHub,  another  development  intended  to  help 
farmers  match  their  crops  to  markets  belongs  to  Ecotrust, 
a  Portland-based  conservation  group.  “FoodHub  is  like 
an  online  dating  service  for  industrial  producers  and 
consumers,”  Ritchie  says.  Consumers  can  search  for 
produce  with  specific  attributes,  while  producers  can  list 
any  quantity  or  location  of  food  that  they  wish  to  sell. 
Fessenden  and  Ritchie  think  that  the  tool  will  be  useful  in 
creating  a  niche  market  for  transitional  crops  grown  on  the 
demonstration  farm  and  others  like  it,  which  have  the  same 
inputs  as  organic  food  without  the  organic  certification. 

According  to  EWEB  water  quality  expert  Karl 
Morgenstem,  organic  farms  around  the  McKenzie  River 
can  protect  the  safety  of  Eugene’s  sole  source  of  drinking 
water  and  make  a  profit  at  the  same  time.  “In  order  to  make 
agriculture  economically  viable  and  to  get  young  people 
interested  and  engage  in  agriculture  as  a  business  again, 
we  needed  to  do  a  number  of  things  to  start  changing  that 
paradigm  over  the  next  20  to  30  years,”  Morgenstem  says. 

In  addition  to  abstaining  from  pesticide  and  synthetic 
fertilizers,  Morgenstem  plans  to  protect  the  river  by  adding 


an  extra  hundred  feet  of  buffer  zone  that  already  separates 
the  fields  from  the  McKenzie.  “There  will  be  a  buffer  of 
shmbs  and  plants  that  are  beneficial  pollinators  and  beetle 
habitat,”  Morgenstem  says.  “Beetles  are  great  predators  of 
insects.” 

Along  with  the  farming  being  performed  by  employees 
of  the  demonstration  farm,  organizers  are  considering  other 
options,  such  as  participation  from  schools.  “There’s  talk 
too  about  having  parts  of  the  farm  where  other  growers  can 
come  in  and  see  if  they  can  do  some  things  to  bring  back  to 
their  own  farm  to  implement,”  Morgenstem  says. 

Ritchie  emphasizes  that  the  groups  involved  in  the 
demonstration  farm  expect  to  learn  a  lot  from  local  farmers 
during  the  process.  “It’s  not  like  we’re  landing  and  telling 
people  how  things  should  be  done,”  he  says.  “We’re  really 
expecting  to  be  a  collaborative  experience  with  the  farmers 
in  the  area.” 

The  BCA  joins  Big  Island  Conservation  Area 
immediately  across  the  McKenzie,  part  of  McKenzie  River 
Tmst’s  plan  to  support  a  contiguous  wildlife  corridor  that 
allows  for  the  free  movement  of  native  species. 

Fessenden  says  that  the  groups  are  ready  to  support  that 
vision.  “We’re  excited  to  partner  in  whatever  way  works 
best,”  she  says.  “A  whole  group  of  us  went  out  there  last 
spring  and  started  dreaming  all  sorts  of  dreams.”  6I¥ 
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Buying  the  Race 

Shadowy  campaign  finances  and  shady  science 


IS  it  a  tempest  in  a  tea  bag?  The  Peter 
DeFazio  -  Art  Robinson  eontest  for 
the  4th  Distriet  eongressional  seat  has 
gone  from  a  sleeper  raee  to  one  making 
national  headlines.  The  distriet,  whieh 
ineludes  Lane,  Coos,  Curry,  Douglas  and 
Linn  eounties,  as  well  as  most  of  Benton 
and  Josephine  eounties,  is  an  odd  mix  of 
rural  and  urban  voters,  eonservatives, 
liberals  and  libertarians.  The  raee  reeently 
made  the  Raehel  Maddow  Show  and  the 
front  page  of  The  Wall  Street  Journal 
DeFazio,  whose  buek-the-trend  ways 
have  earned  the  respeet  of  his  eonstituents, 
hasn’t  faeed  a  true  ehallenge  for  his  seat 
in  years.  Polling  data  from  the  2008  raee 
showed  ehallenger  Jaynee  Germond  at 
13  pereent  to  DeFazio’s  82  pereent.  ‘T’ve 
made  it  look  easy,”  says  DeFazio  of  his 
distriet.  “It’s  not  easy.” 

But  in  this  year’s  raee,  Robinson  and 
the  money  behind  him  from  the  Coneemed 
Taxpayers  of  Ameriea  (CTA)  seem  to  be 
banking  on  the  idea  that  the  Tea  Party 
polities  and  anti-ineumbent  sentiment  that 
has  eome  to  the  fore  in  other  states  might 
sway  Oregon  voters. 

DeFazio  says  it’s  odd  that  Robinson’s 
eampaign  put  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars 
into  thousands  of  lawn  signs  and  ear 
magnets  early  on  in  the  raee,  at  a  time  most 


eandidates  would  have  been  putting  funds 
into  politieal  ads.  Then  CTA  eame  out  of 
nowhere  to  fund  the  politieal  ads. 

It  appears  Robinson  had  plans  to  buy 
the  raee  from  the  beginning.  A  letter  from 
Rob  Taylor,  Jaynee  Germond’s  eampaign 
manager  (Germond  was  DeFazio’s 
opponent  in  2008,  and  Robinson’s 
ehallenger  in  the  Republiean  primary) 
reeounts  a  meeting  between  Germond  and 
Robinson  in  Mareh.  Robinson  allegedly 
told  Germond  he  was  willing  to  spend  a 
quarter  million  dollars  in  the  primary  to 
defeat  her  and  “I  will  send  out  an  email 
to  all  my  eonneetions  and  raise  enough 
money  to  pay  for  this  eleetion.  This  is 
how  I  support  my  institution  (the  Oregon 
Institute  of  Seienee  and  Medieine)  and 
this  is  how  I  plan  to  raise  enough  money 
to  win.” 

Taylor  writes  that  he  found  Robinson  to 
be  “belittling  with  a  misogynist  demeanor 
towards  Ms.  Germond.”  Germond  has 
been  popular  with  the  Libertarian  voters 
Robinson  seeks  support  from. 

It  was  reeently  revealed  that  the 
Coneemed  Taxpayers  group  funding 
Robinson,  in  addition  to  the  out-of-state 
eash  raised  by  OISM  supporters,  is  more 
of  a  singular  taxpayer  who  would  perhaps 
like  to  keep  paying  less  taxes.  Bob  Mereer, 


the  eo-CEO  of  Renaissanee  Teehnologies 
LLC,  is  funding  the  CTA  ads  against 
DeFazio. 

Renaissanee,  whieh  The  Wall  Street 
Journal  has  ealled  “one  of  the  most 
sueeessful  hedge-fund  eompanies  ever,” 
uses  high-speed  eomputers  and  intrieate 
math  algorithms  to  manipulate  the 
market.  The  eomputers  make  billions  of 
transaetions  in  one  day,  holding  onto  some 
assets  for  only  a  few  milliseeonds.  Firms 
like  Renaissanee  have  been  blamed  for 
the  kind  of  market  speeulation  that  mins 
pensions  and  eeonomies. 

Mereer  has  spent  $300,000  through 
CTA,  and  it  looks  like  he’s  willing  to  throw 
a  half  million  dollars  of  his  out-of-state 
money  into  the  raee.  “It’s  a  great  investment 
for  him  if  he  ean  buy  Art  Robinson  a  seat 
in  Congress,”  says  DeFazio.  “It’s  ehump 
ehange.”  DeFazio  has  ealled  for  a  tax 
on  seeurities  trades  and  is  known  for 
“defending  Main  Street  from  Wall  Street.” 

DeFazio  has  been  pointing  to 
statements  in  artieles  written  and  approved 
by  Robinson,  in  his  newsletter  Access 
to  Energy  and  on  his  website,  that  make 
eontroversial  ealls  to  add  nuelear  radiation 
to  Oregon’s  drinking  water,  stop  funding 
publie  edueation  and  drastieally  reduee 
regulation  of  industries.  The  CTA  ads 
have  been  less  based  in  reality.  Aeeording 
to  DeFazio’s  eampaign,  the  ads  are  so 
baseless  that  loeal  television  station  KEZI 
has  stopped  mnning  them. 

James  Simons,  deseribed  in  The

Wall  Street  Journal  as  “a  seeretive 
mathematieian  and  Cold  War  eode 
breaker,”  founded  Mereer ’s  hedge  fund 
eompany.  Robinson,  too,  was  a  Cold 
War  seientist  and  maintains  books  on  his 
website  featuring  information  on  nuelear 
war  survival  skills  and  homeland  defense. 

While  Robinson  has  a  Ph.D.  and  ealls 
himself  “professor”  —  he  has  not  taught 
at  an  aetual  university  sinee  resigning 
has  position  at  UC  San  Diego  in  1972  — 
some  seholars  are  more  dubious  about  his 
seienee. 

Robinson  and  his  son  Noah  have 
published  repeatedly  on  “deamidation  of 
asparaginyl  and  glutaminyl  residues  in 
peptides  and  proteins.” 

John  Moseley,  professor  emeritus  of 
physies  and  UO  senior  viee  president  and 
provost,  says,  “I  don’t  neeessarily  eritieize 
his  work  in  deamidation  but  I  do  think  that 
some  of  his  other  seientifie  ideas  are  not 
eredible.” 

Moseley,  whose  own  field  is  in  atomie 
and  moleeular  physies  and  deals  with 
atmospherie  issues,  says  Robinson  is 
“eertainly  not  an  expert”  on  elimate  or 
atmospherie  physies. 

UO  emeritus  professor  of  moleeular 
biology  Frank  Stahl  says  of  Robinson’s 
work  on  deamidation,  “I  find  that  so 
boring  I  eouldn’t  bring  myself  to  read 
it.”  He  says  he’s  more  eoneemed  with 
Robinson’s  stanees  on  global  warming 
and  evolution.  Robinson  is  the  author  of 
a  elimate  ehange-denying  petition  and 
a  signatory  on  a  petition  questioning 
Darwinian  evolution.  Stahl  points  out 
that  eertain  industry  supporters  have  a 
vested  interest  in  supporting  someone  who 
denies  human-eaused  elimate  ehange.  And 
as  for  Robinson’s  stanee  on  evolution, 
partieularly  in  relation  to  the  home 
sehooling  eurrieulum  Robinson  sells  on 
the  internet:  “If  he  puts  it  in  the  edueation 
books.  I’ve  no  sympathy  with  him  as  a 
seientist.”  8W 
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Job-maker  takes  on 
jobless  conservative  in 
nonpartisan  county  race

A  woman  who’s  spent  the  last  three  deeades  helping 
thousands  of  people  find  jobs  is  running  door 
to  door  for  eounty  eommissioner  against  the 
unemployed  Republiean  mayor  of  Springfield 
and  the  timber,  gravel  and  development  barons 
who  baek  him. 

Pat  Riggs-Henson,  a  Demoerat  in  this  nonpartisan  raee, 
says  she’s  knoeked  on  more  than  1 1 ,000  doors  in  the  distriet 
that  ineludes  Springfield  and  northeast  Eugene.  “If  the 
doorsteps  are  any  indieation,  I  think  its  going  to  be  elose,” 
she  said  of  the  thousands  of  people  she’s  talked  to.  Riggs- 
Henson  retired  after  29  years  with  the  Lane  Workforee 
Partnership  helping  thousands  of  people  find  jobs  and  said 
she  often  eounsels  the  many  unemployed  people  she  meets 
while  eanvassing.  “I’ve  helped  people  get  jobs  while  I’m 
walking.  I’m  having  a  ball.” 

Her  opponent  Sid  Leiken,  a  eollege  drop-out,  was  twiee 
eleeted  mayor  of  Springfield  after  running  unopposed 
for  the  unpaid,  largely  eeremonial  job.  Leiken  told  The 
Register-Guard  in  Mareh  he  was  unemployed  after 
dropping  out  of  a  raee  for  Congress.  Leiken  abandoned 
his  raee  against  Peter  DeLazio  for  a  run  at  the  $73,000 
eommissioner  job  after  the  state  found  that  he  was  guilty 
of  taking  eampaign  eash  for  his  own  personal  use.  Leiken 
did  not  return  ealls  requesting  eomment. 

Riggs-Henson  has  raised  $114,000  for  her  eampaign,  with 
large  eontributions  from  a  variety  of  loeal  labor  unions  and  the 
Oregon  League  of  Conservation  Voters.  She  served  for  25  years 
as  the  ehief  finaneial  ofiheer  for  the  Lane  County  Central  Labor 
Couneil  and  14  years  on  the  Lane  Community  College  Board. 


Leiken  has  raised  $68,000  with  large  eontributions  from 
timber  barons,  freeway  eonstruetion  eompanies,  gravel  pit 
eompanies,  developers  and  land  speeulators.  The  County 
Commission  infiuenees  federal  timber  poliey  and  votes 
on  new  freeways,  gravel  pits  and  plans  to  rezone  areas  — 
deeisions  that  ean  dramatieally  inerease  land  values  for 
developers  and  speeulators. 

Riggs-Henson  said  she  would  seek  to  balanee  the  need 
for  jobs  with  the  need  to  proteet  the  environment  in  making 
land  use  deeisions  that  affeet  gravel  pits,  developers  and 
speeulators.  “I  want  to  be  able  to  walk  in  the  woods  and  fish 
in  the  rivers.  It  has  to  be  in  balanee,”  she  said. 

Leiken  has  said  he  has  worked  as  a  eonsultant  for 
developers  in  the  past  with  his  firm  SWL  Consulting. 
But  many  developers  are  struggling  to  stay  afloat  now 
in  the  housing  eollapse,  and  SWL  now  appears  offieially 
defunet. 

Aeeording  to  state  reeords,  SWL  was  dissolved  last  year 
after  Leiken  failed  to  pay  a  $  1 00  business  name  renewal  fee 
for  the  eonsulting  firm  that  lists  his  home  address.  The  state 
requires  people  doing  business  in  Oregon  to  register  their 
business  names.  Aeeording  to  the  state,  doing  business  and 
entering  into  eontraets  and  opening  bank  aeeounts  without 
a  registered  name  ean  be  diffieult. 

Leiken’s  wife,  who  worked  as  a  manager  with  Liberty 
Bank  (whieh  went  insolvent  this  year,  got  a  federal  bailout 
and  was  taken  over  by  another  bank),  wrote  a  $2,000  eheek 
to  eompensate  Leiken’s  eampaign  for  eampaign  eash  that 
state  regulators  found  Leiken  had  illegally  taken  for  his 
own  personal  use. 
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The  state  fined  Leiken  $2,250  for  a  violation  of  state 
ethies  law  in  the  ease.  Without  the  state  law,  eampaign 
eontributions  eould  beeome  simple  personal  bribes  for 
eleeted  offieials. 

State  ethies  law  would  prohibit  an  eleeted  offieial  from 
involvement  in  issues  involving  their  eonsulting  elients.  A 
eomputer  seareh  of  Springfield  City  Couneil  minutes  found 
instanees  where  Leiken  had  reeused  himself  for  eonfliets 
of  interest  involving  his  wife’s  bank  business,  but  none  for 
SWL  eonsulting. 

In  an  earlier  Voter’s  Pamphlet,  Leiken  elaimed  he  had 
a  eollege  degree.  But  when  eonfronted  about  the  elaim  at 
a  reeent  eommissioner  eandidate  debate,  Leiken  admitted, 
“No,  I  do  not.” 

Riggs-Henson  partnered  with 
businesses  for  three  deeades  to  help  loeal 
workers  find  jobs  for  the  Lane  Workforee 
Partnership  before  retiring  two  years  ago. 

She  said  she  had  up  to  100  people  in 
her  easeload  at  a  time,  helping  many  of 
the  displaeed  workers  retrain.  ‘T  helped 
thousands  go  baek  to  work.” 

Leiken  has  elaimed  sueeess  “ereating 
jobs”  in  Springfield.  “I’m  proud  to  have 
attended  the  dozens  of  ribbon  euttings,” 

Leiken  said  in  a  eampaign  fiyer.  But  sinee 
Mayor  Leiken  was  reeleeted  unopposed 
in  2006,  Springfield  has  lost  15,000  jobs 
and  seen  its  unemployment  rate  double, 
aeeording  to  regional  employment  data 
from  the  state. 

Riggs-Henson  said  that  in  knoeking  on 
thousands  of  doors,  she’s  seen  the  suffering 
that  high  unemployment  has  eaused  up 
elose.  “The  pain  is  right  now,”  she  said. 

“Jobs  is  number  one”  in  priorities,  she  said. 

“That  finaneial  seeurity  is  so  important.” 

Leiken  has  offered  few  details  of  how 
he  would  ereate  jobs  if  eleeted. 

Riggs-Henson  said  the  state  eould 
ereate  up  to  50,000  jobs  by  eneouraging 
government  workers  in  Oregon  to  retire 
a  few  years  earlier  by  offering  affordable 
health  insuranee.  The  health  insuranee 
would  be  paid  for  by  the  state  retirees 
but  eheaper  than  individuals  eould  obtain 
beeause  the  state  eould  ereate  a  large  group 
eoverage  pool,  aeeording  to  Riggs-Henson. 

“This  should  not  eost  the  state  or  anyone 
else  money,”  she  said. 

The  high  eost  of  individual  insuranee 
before  Medieare  kieks  in  at  65  is  a  major  deterrent  for  early 
retirement,  Riggs-Henson  said  of  the  proposal.  “Even  if  it 
opened  up  10,000  to  20,000  jobs  statewide,  wow!” 

Besides  jobs,  another  big  ehallenge  for  the  eounty  is  its 
budget.  The  eounty  is  faeing  the  threat  of  a  steep  drop  in 
revenue  from  federal  timber  payments. 

Both  Leiken  and  Riggs-Henson  say  they  won’t  raise 
taxes  to  elose  the  budget  gap,  and  both  eall  for  inereased 
publie  safety  serviees  but  offer  few  speeifies  about  how 


they’d  pay  for  it  or  what  they  might  eut  to  balanee  the 
budget. 

“You  ean’t  go  baek  to  the  people  right  now  for  any 
taxes.  They’re  just  reeling,”  Riggs-Henson  said. 

As  for  what  to  eut,  “you  have  to  put  it  all  on  the  table,” 
she  said,  and  figure  out  “what  are  the  things  that  are 
absolutely  essential.” 

Riggs-Henson  said  she  doesn’t  aspire  to  run  for 
Congress  as  Leiken  did.  She  said  she  is  not  a  eareer 
politieian  angling  for  a  higher  offiee,  so  she  is  not  afraid 
to  make  tough  deeisions  on  the  budget.  “You  have  to  be 
strong  enough  and  not  worried  about  politieal  opportunities 
in  the  future,”  she  said. 


Riggs-Henson  said  she’d  use  her  expertise  of  serving 
10  years  on  the  state  PERS  retirement  board,  four  as 
board  ehair  in  the  1990s,  to  taekle  the  eomplex  problem 
of  the  inereasing  employee  retirement  eosts  required  in 
government  eontraets.  “You  have  to  understand  that  system 
to  eome  up  with  a  ereative  solution,”  she  said. 

While  Leiken’s  Republiean  eampaign  for  Congress 
butted  heads  with  the  Oregon  Demoeratie  Congressional 
delegation  that’s  key  to  seeuring  federal  payments  to  the 


eounty,  Riggs-Henson  said  she’s  worked  elosely  with 
DeFazio  and  Sens.  Ron  Wyden  and  Jeff  Merkley  for 
years. 

Riggs-Henson’s  eampaign  website  lists  endorsements 
from  most  loeal  eity,  eounty,  state  Legislature  and 
Congressional  eleeted  offieials  ineluding  DeFazio  and 
former  Springfield  mayors  Bill  Morrisette  and  John  Lively. 
Leiken’s  website  does  not  list  any  endorsements. 

Riggs-Henson  said  she  would  take  a  moderate, 
balaneed  approaeh  to  development,  while  Leiken 
supported  a  developer  bill  to  push  for  more  sprawl 
by  splitting  the  Eugene- Springfield  growth  boundary. 
Leiken  has  eomplained  that  Lane  County  eommissioners 
have  questioned  the  Springfield  growth 
boundary  expansion  plan  he  favors.  Leiken 
has  also  supported  redueing  developer 
fees  that  were  designed  to  reduee  taxpayer 
subsidies  of  development. 

Riggs-Henson  said  she  appreeiates 
Eugene’s  efforts  to  first  examine  if  it  ean 
aeeommodate  growth  without  sprawl.  She 
said  it’s  important  to  eonsider  the  inereased 
taxpayer  eost  of  extending  poliee,  fire, 
sehool  and  other  serviees  to  pay  for  sprawl. 
But,  she  said,  “I  don’t  want  to  stop  all 
growth.” 

She  said  she  appreeiates  the  jobs 
that  gravel  pits  provide  but,  beeause 
of  neighborhood  and  environmental 
eoneerns,  “there’s  some  plaees  you’re  just 
not  going  to  put  a  gravel  pit.”  She  said  she 
would  study  pit  proposals  on  a  ease  by 
ease  basis,  and  listen  to  experts  and  read 
all  the  material  before  deeiding.  “I’m  a 
readaholie,”  she  said. 

Leiken  has  touted  deeisions  by 
PeaeeHealth  and  eompanies  like  Sony  to 
loeate  in  Springfield. 

But,  Riggs-Henson  said,  “you  ean’t 
eount  the  jobs  you’re  just  taking  from 
one  eity  and  moving  into  the  other.”  With 
PeaeeHealth ’s  move  from  downtown 
Eugene  to  the  edge  of  Springfield,  “people 
in  Eugene  just  have  to  travel  farther.” 

Riggs-Henson  said  she  helped  find  jobs 
for  some  of  the  Sony  workers  displaeed 
when  the  eompaet  dise  maker  elosed  after 
eolleeting  millions  in  tax  breaks.  She  said 
it’s  important  for  tax  breaks  to  be  linked  to 
promises  to  hire  loeally  and  to  tax  break 
elawbaek  provisions  if  the  eorporations 
end  up  laying  off  workers.  “There  has  to  be  something 
there  that’s  for  the  people.” 

Riggs-Henson  said,  if  eleeted,  she  wants  to  eontinue 
to  reaeh  out  and  listen  to  thousands  of  people  on  their 
doorsteps.  “There  really  is  an  anger  and  distrust”  in 
government,  she  said.  “We  have  to  start  rebuilding  that 
eredibility  one  house  at  a  time,”  Riggs-Henson  said.  “I’m 
doing  it  up  elose  and  personal  beeause  that’s  how  you 
serve.”  CHf

All  But  Human

What  makes  us  human?  Is  it 
reading  Shakespeare?  Or  is  it 
the  enaetment  of  our  personal 
drama,  the  ways  we  hurt  ourselves  and 
others?  The  question  of  our  humanity  is 
at  the  heart  of  Never  Let  Me  Go,  the  new 
film  adapted  from  the  novel  by  Kazuo 
Ishiguro  (The  Remains  of  the  Day).  At 
onee  seienee  fietion  and  a  dystopian  view 
of  the  past,  Never  Let  Me  Go  is  about  three 
boarding  sehool  friends  whose  fates  have 
been  deeided  in  advanee.  Not  in  the  way 
of  overbearing  British  parents,  say,  from 
last  year’s  An  Education  —  whieh,  like 
Never  Let  Me  Go,  stars  the  resplendent 
Carey  Mulligan  —  but  in  that  way  that 
these  friends  and  their  elassmates  seem  to 
have  been  ereated  from  thin  air.  Confined 
to  an  aeademy  ealled  Hailsham  —  a  name 
gentle  and  violent,  like  an  oneoming  storm 
—  the  ehildren  are  eonstantly  told  they’re 
“speeial,”  but  they  have  no  parents,  last 
names  or  real  belongings.  When  a  Hailsham 
visitor  reaets  to  the  ehildren  with  genuine 
fear,  however,  any  Diekensian  images 
of  poor,  orphaned  students  are  quiekly 
staunehed,  putting  us  more  in  the  tradition 
of  Gattaca  than  Great  Expectations. 

Never  Let  Me  Go,  published  in  2005, 
was  a  return  to  form  for  Ishiguro,  in  part 
beeause  he  revisits  the  emotional  restraint 
so  eentral  to  Remains  of  the  Day.  Like  the 
butler  Stevens,  the  duty-bound  servant  in 
Remains,  the  narrator  Kathy  (Mulligan)  in 
Never  Let  Me  Go  is  a  fanatieally  devoted 
“earer,”  but  eireumstanees  have  eaused  her 
to  refieet  upon  the  eosts  of  her  devotion.  A 
vietim  both  of  seienee  and  her  unexamined 
life,  she’s  been  trained  to  subvert  her  better 
instinets  until,  late  in  the  game,  she  deeides 
to  take  a  look  baek.  The  ehallenge  to  the 
filmmakers  of  Never  Let  Me  Go  is  to  eapture 
this  repression  while  ereating  the  urgeney 
of  the  young,  of  life  struggling  against  an 
unseen  fate.  And  what’s  happened  is  that 
direetor  Mark  Romanek  (One  Hour  Photo) 


has  so  elosely  adapted  the  restraint  of  the 
novel  that  the  struggle,  when  it  eomes, 
feels  too  little  and  too  late. 

In  the  first  aet,  Kathy  and  her  friends 
Ruth  and  Tommy  are  at  Hailsham  as 
their  mueh  younger  selves,  and  while  the 
ehild  aetors  are  perfeetly  east,  their  roles 
feel  preordained  from  the  start.  There 
are  attempts  to  ereate  the  levity  of  youth 
running  amok,  the  little  eruelties  as  well  as 
the  kindnesses,  but  in  general  their  lives  are 
rote  rather  than  riotous,  these  extraordinary 
orphans  who  someday  will  be  required 
to  “donate.”  It’s  a  word  that  eomes  up 
periodieally,  as  do  others  like  “guardians” 
and  “originals,”  but  nobody  seems  willing 
to  edueate  the  ehildren  until  the  arrival  of 
Miss  Luey  (an  underused  Sally  Hawkins). 
After  grappling  with  their  misfortune  for 
what  seems  like  an  instant.  Miss  Luey 
reveals  their  fate  as  if  explaining  the  truth 
about  Santa  Claus.  Nobody  reaets;  nor  do 
we.  They  have  always  been  “told  but  not 
told,”  as  Ishiguro  puts  it  in  the  novel,  a  faet 
that  works  on  the  page  but  on  sereen  feels 
like  an  opportunity  missed. 

In  the  seeond  aet,  a  teenage  Kathy, 
Tommy  (Andrew  Garfield)  and  Ruth 
(Keira  Knightley)  are  reloeated  to  a  sullen 
eompound  ealled  The  Cottages,  where  they 
await  the  start  of  their  donations.  A  refugee 
among  refugees,  Kathy  endures  her  fate 
alone,  forming  a  weak  third  eomer  in  a 
love  triangle  with  Ruth  and  Tommy,  the 
boy  she’s  always  loved.  Even  as  they  make 
a  final  attempt  to  avoid  their  destiny,  we 
never  see  the  trio  in  their  fullness,  beeause 
aeeording  to  Never  Let  Me  Go,  they  never 
possessed  it  to  begin  with.  Like  The  Road, 
another  adaptation  that  was  eumulative 
rather  than  eonsistent  in  its  power,  this  is 
a  story  perhaps  best  told  as  a  novel,  where 
diffieult  truths  ean  be  earefully  built  and 
subtly  assembled,  partieularly  in  regard  to 
the  interior  lives  of  those  eomplieit  in  the 
suppression  of  truth. 

In  a  final,  touehing  seene.  Tommy  and 
Kathy  are  ealled  “You  poor  ereatures,”  a 
gesture  of  pity  meant  in  both  senses  of  the 
term.  They  may  be  ereatures,  but  were  they 
not  human  from  the  start?  8W

Genes  for  Comedic  Genius 

Like  I  said  last  time  I  spent  two  hours  watching  dudes  hit  each  other  in  the  junk,  you  either 
have  the  (probably  recessive)  Jackass  gene  or  you  don't.  I  don't  know  what  combination  of 
factors  causes  this:  A  prankster  childhood?  The  lingering  belief  that  dicks  are  inherently  funny? 
A  willingness  to  laugh  at  others'  pain  only  when  it's  self-inflicted?  Simple,  maybe  borderline 
stupid,  curiosity? 

Whatever  (mis)fortune  causes  this,  I  have  it.  Even  in  the  face  of  a  shit  volcano  or  the  sight 
of  Steve-0  plucking  a  shiny  red  apple  from  between  Preston  Lacy's  lower  cheeks,  biting  it, 
and  replacing  it,  I'm  laughing  (and  maybe  gagging  a  little).  Super  Mighty  Glue-ing  each  other 
together;  sending  themselves  through  a  gauntlet  of  stun  guns  and  cattle  prods;  throwing  snakes 
on  the  ever-put-upon  Bam  Margera  in  an  attempt  to  make  him  cry  -  these  guys  are  idiots.  But 
they're  just  so  game  for  everything.  Pretty  face/ringleader  Johnny  Knoxville  doesn't  seem  guite 
as  willing  to  risk  himself  in  the  service  of  our  laughter  as  he  once  was,  but  his  experience  with 
an  ass-biting  dog  does  make  for  one  of  the  less  disgusting  funny  moments  in  the  film.  (Years 
of  friendly  pranking  seem  to  have  taken  a  toll  on  Knoxville,  who  stands  with  one  hand  in  a 
protective  position  even  when  he's  not  involved  in  a  stunt.) 

There's  a  lot  more  shit  -  and  as  a  result,  a  lot  more  vomit  -  in  Jackass  3D  than  I  remember  in 
any  Jackass-related  project  since  the  CKY  bit  in  which  Raab  Himself  ran  down  the  road  crapping 
at  full  speed  (a  stunt  inspired  by  George  Carlin).  The  3D  is  less  gag-focused  than  you  might 
expect  (though  one  party  favor,  jutting  into  the  audience's  face,  is  unforgettable),  and  there's  not 
guite  as  much  cleverness  behind  the  skits  as  there  has  been  in  the  past.  But  the  more  absurd 
things  get,  the  better.  Why  put  Chris  Pontius  upside  down,  his  chin  sporting  a  helmet,  and  let  a 
scorpion  sting  his  face?  Because  it's  funny.  To  some  of  us.  To  enough  of  us. 

For  the  record.  Jackass  Number  Two  is  funnier,  and  I  was  wrong  three  years  ago  when  I  only 
gave  it  three  stars.  It's  a  four-star  gagfest.  This  one's  just  not  guite  up  to  par.  (Jt  XX£<!S)

Urban  Legends,  or  Not 

To  the  credit  of  directors  Joshua  Zeman  and  Barbara  Brancaccio,  low-budget  production 
values  and  a  heavy  reliance  on  stock  footage  don't  keep  the  strange  documentary  Cropsey  from 
being  a  fascinating  look  at  the  place  where  urban  legend  and  human  horror  meet  and  blend. 
Growing  up  on  Staten  Island,  N.Y.,  the  directors,  like  the  island's  other  kids,  heard  and  told  stories 
about  Cropsey,  a  mythical  escaped  mental  patient  who  had  a  hook  for  a  hand,  or  maybe  killed 
people  with  an  axe  -  either  way,  he  was  out  there  in  the  imagination  of  the  residents.  (A  great 
seguence  shows  different  island  kids,  now  grown,  telling  the  Cropsey  variations  they  heard.) 
There  was  good  reason  for  the  stories:  Staten  Island  was  home  to  Willowbrook  Mental  Institution, 
the  subject  of  a  horrifying  1970s  expose  by  Geraldo  Rivera  that  showed  the  terrible  treatment  of 
its  patients.  The  remnants  of  the  institution  -  shuttered  buildings,  lunchroom  trays  in  the  woods 
-  figured  heavily  in  the  lives  of  area  kids. 

Cropsey  seemed  just  a  scary  story  for  neighborhood  kids  -  until  a  little  girl  disappeared. 
Eventually,  a  "drifter"  was  charged  in  the  case,  but  the  situation  was  far  more  complicated  than 
one  man  and  one  child.  Cropsey  tells  a  complex,  emotional  story,  and  the  filmmakers  aren't  afraid 
to  get  in  the  middle  of  it.  As  the  arrested  man,  Andre  Rand,  nears  the  date  of  a  second  trial,  they 
communicate  with  him,  interview  those  who  helped  search  for  the  missing  girl  and  sit  patiently 
outside  the  courtroom  when  things  finally  come  to  trial.  The  film  doesn't  serve  up  any  more  pat, 
satisfying  answers  than  the  trial  could,  but  it  does  something  far  more  interesting:  It  explores  the 
way  the  stories  we  tell  ourselves  shape  the  way  we  interpret  outside  events.  Watching  witnesses 
explain  what  they  saw,  or  conspiracy  theorists  talk  about  the  possibility  of  Satanic  cults,  it's  clear 
that  no  one  really  knows  what  happened  to  Staten  Island's  missing  children.  But  everyone  has 
a  story  about  it.

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Blue  Scholar  Suspension 

Even  when  Seattle's  Blue  Scholars  are  in  between  releases  (they've 
been  in  and  out  of  the  studio  lately  working  on  new  material),  the 
duo's  sharp,  sometimes-acerbic  rhymes  about  the  state  of  the  union 
still  make  waves.  Last  month,  a  teacher  in  Spokane  was  suspended 
for  playing  "Commencement  Day,''  a  song  from  the  band's  2005 
EP  The  Long  March,  for  his  students.  The  administration  claimed 
the  decision  was  made  not  because  of  the  song's  content,  which 
contains  the  typical  challenges  to  conventional  authority  we've  come 
to  know  and  expect  from  Geo  and  Sabzi  (including  a  particularly 
appropriate  censure  of  school  censorship),  but  because  of  the  use  of 
the  words  "fuck"  and  "shit."  If  anything  positive  came  out  of  the  whole 
fracas  other  than  a  very  timely  and  relevant  discussion  of  what  is 
"appropriate"  to  use  in  the  classroom,  it's  the  knowledge  that  the  Blue 
Scholars  will  not  be  selling  out  their  values  even  as  they  play  ever- 
larger  venues.  Over  the  past  six  years,  both  Geo  and  Sabzi  have  honed 
their  skills  to  a  razor-sharp  precision  that  comes  off  like  a  gourmet 
meal  served  in  lieu  of  the  mass-marketed  McDonald's  nonsense 
you're  likely  to  hear  if  you  flip  on  any  Top  40,  Clear  Channel-operated 
hip-hop  radio  station  in  the  country.  Why  most  people  still  go  for  the 
McDonald's  is  anyone's  guess,  but  if  incidents  like  the  one  in  Spokane 
keep  occurring,  perhaps  folks  will  consider  putting  down  the  junk 
food  and  tasting  the  real  stuff.

An  Anniversary  Knocks 

Twenty  years  ago,  the  Trashcan  Sinatras  released 
their  debut  album,  Cake.  The  album  has  gone  down  in 
history  as  an  underrated  classic  of  the  era.  To  celebrate 
the  anniversary,  as  well  as  the  release  of  their  fifth  studio 
album.  In  the  Music,  the  band  has  been  touring  all  summer 
long.  After  an  invitation  to  open  for  fellow  Scots  Belle  & 
Sebastian  in  Seattle,  the  band  decided  to  extend  the  tour 
into  the  fall,  adding  an  acoustic  west  coast  leg  that  stops  in 
Eugene  at  Sam  Bond's  Garage  on  Oct.  21. 

Cake  scored  the  Trashcan  Sinatras  some  Smiths- 
inspired  hits  with  songs  such  as  "Obscurity  Knocks," 
"Circling  the  Circumference"  and  "Only  Tongue  Can  Tell." 


The  band  has  since  stayed  busy  recording,  touring  and 
fostering  a  devoted  fanbase.  To  kick  off  the  2010  summer 
tour,  they  played  in  a  Portland  living  room  to  50  fans  that 
had  traveled  from  all  over  the  West  Coast. 

In  the  Music  contains  10  new  studio  recordings  and 
eight  previously  unavailable  live  acoustic  tracks.  The  BBC 
describes  it  as  "tender,  affecting  music  that  impresses 
with  increasing  listens."  The  band  plans  to  release  more 
acoustic  material  in  November  on  a  live  release  called  Brel, 
as  well  as  reissuing  their  back  catalog  in  2011  with  more 
touring  to  follow.

Not  Grizzled  nor  Grisly 

Between  the  name  and  the  sound  -  like  one  of  their  punktastic  Fat  Wreck  Chords 
labelmates  run  through  a  Sam  Bond's  filter  (or  maybe  the  other  way  around?)  -  I  half 
expected  the  nine  members  of  Old  Man  Markley  to  be  a  bunch  of  prematurely  grizzled 
old  punks  who'd  set  their  grown-up  sights  on  a  more  bluegrass-tinged  existence.  But 
no.  Well,  sort  of.  OMM  calls  itself  "an  amalgam  of  LA's  finest  punk  bands  and  seasoned 
bluegrass  musicians,"  a  description  which  fairly  effectively  suggests  the  infectious  power 
of  OMM's  rollicking,  harmony-rich  first  single,  "For  Better  For  Worse."  The  three-year-old 
band's  debut  album  isn't  due  out  in  January,  making  "For  Better  For  Worse"  a  charming 
tease.  At  just  under  three  minutes,  the  tune  does  a  shockingly  precise  job  of  combining 
rambunctious,  runaway  percussion  with  a  cheerily  frantic  fiddle  and  a  singalong  chorus 
that  ends,  "She's  an  angel  /  I'm  just  a  man  /  I'll  always  love  her  /  Until  I  can't  stand."  The 
song's  B-side  is  a  Screeching  Weasel  cover,  "The  Science  of  Myth,"  a  thoughtful  narrative 
about  fact  and  faith;  both  tracks  benefit  from  crisp  production  and  the  gruff  edges  of 
singer  Johnny's  (no  last  name)  voice.  These  guys  and  gals  will  be  sharing  stages  with  the 
likes  of  NOFX  and  the  Bouncing  Souls  later  in  the  year,  but  they're  also  a  perfect  fit  for 
Cottage  Grove's  cozy  Axe  &  Fiddle.  Catch  them  with  Scott  McDougall  at  8:30  pm  Friday, 
Oct.  22,  at  the  Axe  &  Fiddle.

Bleary  Be  Damned 

Coming  off  a  two-week  stretch  that  included  The  Flaming  Lips,  EOTO  and 
Umphrey's  McGee  might  leave  some  Eugene  concertgoers  bleary  eyed,  but  for 
the  truly  dedicated  there's  more.  Ultraviolet  Hippopotamus,  aside  from  having 
an  absolutely  ridiculous  name,  are  a  six-piece  prog-rock,  jam  infused,  rootsy 
batch  of  goodness  hailing  from  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.  If  you  were  at  Summercamp 
this  year,  you  had  the  chance  to  hear  them  right  after  an  EOTO  set.  They've 
played  at  other  festivals  such  as  10,000  Lakes  and  are  making  their  way  into 
the  upper  echelons  of  the  Midwest  jam  circuit. 

Beyond  just  knowing  how  to  jingle  jangle  an  uppity  ditty,  these  Michiganders 
pull  from  a  hefty  size  bag  of  original  jams  that  range  from  near  reggae  sounding 
riddims  to  funky  bluegrass.  Not  to  pigeonhole,  but  UV  Hippo  is  most  reminiscent 
of  earlier  Umphrey's  jams  like  "Hurt  Bird  Bath,"  more  Zappa-like  than  classic 
Americana  jam,  and  capable  of  lengthy,  improvised  jams  that  sustain  crowd 
energy.  Already  claimed  as  "anthems"  among  their  Midwest  following,  songs 
like  "North  Coast"  show  their  varied  influences.  Some  have  a  bluegrass  twang; 
others,  like  "Lay  Off  the  Cream  Soda,"  an  amalgam  of  funk. 

Even  though  for  the  most  part  these  guys  are  still  in  the  "opening"  act  band 
stage,  you  best  believe  they  can  hold  their  own  playing  a  two-hour  show.  On 
their  first  West  Coast  tour  UV  Hippo  is  looking  to  melt  some  faces  off  in  Eugene. 
Ultraviolet  Hippopotamus  plays  at  10  pm  Friday,  Oct.  22,  at  Luckey's.  21-f.  $5.

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Kreepy  Krauts 

It's  hard  to  believe  the  German  psychobilly  band  Mad  Sin  began  in  1987,  almost  25  years  ago.  It's  even  harder  to  believe  they're  still 
at  it,  considering  they  haven't  exactly  been  the  poster  children  for  clean  living,  and  that  they  took  a  hiatus  following  their  2007 
album  20  Years  of  Sin  Sin.  Some  of  the  personal  tragedies  that  have  befallen  them  in  recent  months  gave  inspiration  to  their 
13th  album  release.  Burn  and  Rise.  As  the  name  suggests,  some  of  the  themes  are  about  coming  back  like  the  phoenix  from 
the  brink  of  what  nearly  ended  their  musical  careers  and  their  very  lives.  In  2009,  some  close  friends  of  the  band  passed  away. 

Then  vocalist  Koefte  deVille  suffered  from  severe  blood  poisoning  that  left  him  hospitalized  and  facing  death.  As  if  that  wasn't 
bad  enough,  deVille  was  dumped  by  his  long-term  girlfriend,  followed  by  a  doctor's  diagnosis:  "Change  your  ways  or  be  dead 
within  a  year." 

Well,  change  he  did,  and  his  physical  and  mental  resurgence  resonated  with  the  rest  of  the  band  as  well.  They  got  back  into 
the  studio,  and  the  result  was  Burn  and  Rise.  The  album's  18  songs  sound  tight  as  ever,  indicating  that  their  blend  of  psychobilly, 
rockabilly,  '50s  rock-and-roll,  punk,  surf  and  even  a  little  country  is  still  fresh  as  ever.  Mad  Sin  and  The  Phenomenauts  play  at 
7:30  pm  Tuesday,  Oct.  26,  at  WOW  Hall.  $13  adv.,  $15  door.

Passion  on  the  Plains 

If  there's  one  thing  Eugene  learned  from  the  Eugene  Symphony's  most  recent  conductor  search,  it's  that  Danail  Rachev  has 
the  passion  and  grace  to  conduct  composers  like  Alexander  Borodin.  In  this  week's  concert  -  whose  main  event  is  the  Tchaikovsky 
Piano  Concerto  No.  1  with  guest  artist  Jon  Kimura  Parker  -  local  audiences  will  again  get  to  hear  some  Borodin,  with  the  famous 
In  the  Steppes  of  Central  Asia  kicking  off  a  concert  of  Russian  intensity  and  glory.  The  final  piece  is  Stravinsky's  Petrushka,  a  ballet 
which,  like  Prokofiev's  Romeo  and  Juliet,  is  just  as  often  played  as  performed. 

While  Borodin's  piece  depicts  what  one  reviewer  called  "the  untamed  frontier  of  Russia's  past,"  Stravinsky  focuses  on  the  tale  of  a 
puppet  who  comes  alive.  This  concert,  perhaps  needless  to  say,  will  mix  narratives  with  the  musical  sensitivity  Rachev  always  shows,  and 
he'll  keep  on  demanding  a  high-guality  performance  from  the  musicians  while  also  asking  the  audience  to  keep  up.  It's  also  Rachev's  opening 
concert  for  the  season  thanks  to  the  birth  of  his  first  child  just  as  the  season  began. 

As  for  the  Tchaikovsky,  don't  fret,  lovers  of  Tchaikovsky  symphonic  works:  This  piano  concerto  gives  much  play  to  the  power  of  the  orchestra  as  well  as 
the  skill  of  the  soloist.  From  armies  to  a  piano/orchestra  duel/duet  to  the  animation  of  the  puppet,  this  concert  of  Russian  masters,  under  the  baton  of  Maestro 
Rachev,  should  earn  wild  applause  from  a  fired-up  Eugene  audience.  The  weather  may  not  be  warm,  but  Silva  Hall  will  be.

Comedy,  Tragedy 
and  Magic,  Unified 

Shakespeare  in  Hollywood  at  the  VLT 


O  heron’s  got  all  the  lines; 
they’ve  eharmed  women 
and  fairies  and  anyone  he 
wishes,  but  his  eurrent  love  interest 
already  knows  them.  As  a  matter  of 
faet,  they’ve  been  around  for  a  while 
—  though  not  as  long  as  he  has. 

The  eoneeit  of  Shakespeare  in 
Hollywood,  now  playing  at  the  Very 
Little  Theatre,  is  that  Oberon,  King  of 
the  Fairies  (Miehael  Walker),  and  his 
helper  Puek  (Barbie  Wu)  aeeidentally 
end  up  on  the  mid- ’3  Os  Hollywood 
set  of  A  Midsummer  Nights  Dream, 
direeted  by  legendary  Austrian 
stage  direetor  Max  Reinhart  (Bill 
Campbell)  who  fled  his  eountry  just 
before  WWII. 

Reinhart  was  real;  he  did  direet 
A  Midsummer  Nights  Dream  in 
1934.  Shakespeare  in  Hollywood  is 
playwright  Ken  Ludwig’s  loving  faree 
about  it,  eommissioned  for  the  U.K.’s 
Royal  Shakespeare  Company  in  the 
early  years  of  this  millennium.  This 
produetion  has  eharm,  sweetness  and 
a  surprisingly  emotional  resolution. 

The  VLT  made  wise  ehoiees  about 
the  seript,  the  direetor  (Chris  Pinto), 
the  east  —  a  strong  ensemble  with  some 
neweomers  and  many  familiar  faees  —  and 
the  eostumes.  The  pretty,  eomplex  set,  by 
Bill  Campbell  as  well  (does  the  man  ever 
sleep?),  takes  a  while  to  ehange,  but  sound 
designer  Adrienne  West  fills  that  time  with 
era- appropriate  musie  that  makes  most  of 
the  audienee  want  to  danee. 

Oberon,  at  first  furious  with  Puek, 
soon  finds  the  aetress  Olivia  Darnell  (Jessi 
Cotter,  who  plays  an  Iowa  farm  girl  with 
a  bit  of  a  California  aeeent)  mueh  to  his 
liking.  And  he  and  Puek  end  up  east  in  the 
movie  when  the  aetual  stars  quit  or  get 
injured.  Obviously,  right? 

This  is  a  serewball  eomedy  with  depth. 
Sure,  it  afieetionately  lampoons  Hollywood 
and  the  Warner  brothers,  but  it  also  shows  how 
an  older,  wiser  ereative  type  (and  it’s  elear 
from  Miehael  Walker’s  aetions  and  moments 
of  watehing  that  he  knows  he’s  a  stand-in  for 
Shakespeare,  Ludwig  or  any  other  maker  of 
meaning)  ean  turn  vulnerable  when  faeed  with 
unexpeeted  experienees  and  emotions. 

The  play  gestures  amusingly  at  theatrieal 
eonventions  —  when  Oberon  grows  angry, 
lights  flash  and  thunder  rolls  (one  imagines 
VLT  stagehands  rattling  the  storm-making 
metal  sheet  from  last  year’s  The  Dresser) 
—  and  Hollywood  eonventions.  Puek  finds 
sunglasses,  deeides  he  wants  to  be  a  star, 
figures  out  he  ean  get  a  lot  of  women,  tries  to 
serve  his  boss  and  also  get  a  hot  ear. 

Ludwig  eleverly  uses  Aristotle’s 
unities  to  keep  the  aetion  tight,  and  he 
also  uses  eharaeter  eonventions  like  the 
hapless  servant  (Puek,  in  this  ease)  who’s 
a  physieal  eomedian  by  design  or  aeeident 
and  who  eauses  some  serious  trouble  in  a 
wild  night  of  wrongly  direeted  lust  —  just 
as  in  the  Shakespeare  play. 


Nearly  everyone  in  the  east  makes  a 
delightful  turn  on  the  stage,  from  Mike 
Hawkins  playing  a  dangerous,  powerful 
Jaek  Warner  who’s  in  love  with  a  not-so- 
bright  ehorus  girl,  Lydia  Lansing  (played 
to  the  hilt  by  Leela  Gouveia).  Gouveia, 
who’s  mueh  smarter  in  person  than  the 
roles  she’s  been  playing  lately,  makes 
Lydia  a  fine  eounterbalanee  to  Cotter’s 
Olivia,  a  thoughtful  and  bright  hard  worker 
who  finds  herself  pulled  toward  a  weird, 
powerful,  unusual  older  man. 

What  unites  the  serewball  moments 
—  the  faree  of  Lydia  and  reporter  Louella 
Parsons  (Jennifer  Sellers)  falling  for 
Warner’s  assistant  Daryl  (Max  Maltz); 
Paul  Rhoden  in  drag;  Lydia  deeiding 
Shakespeare  makes  as  mueh  sense 
baekward  as  forward  —  beeomes  elearer 
as  the  play  progresses.  Oberon  and  Puek 
set  seenes  in  motion;  they  wateh;  they’re 
amused  but  don’t  show  it;  they,  like  the 
audienee,  want  to  see  what  happens 
next.  But  Oberon  must  figure  out  how  to 
involve  himself  in  the  aetion,  to  use  his 
magie  (he  ean  beeome  invisible;  he  ean 
briefly  stop  time)  for  helping  instead 
of  harming.  Walker’s  final  seene  with 
Cotter  plays  out  with  a  tenderness  that 
gives  the  play  heft.  Campbell  as  Reinhart 
narrates  the  play,  giving  it  a  framework 
and  another  writer/direetor/ereator  layer; 
and  at  the  end,  though  he  has  stopped 
mentioning  the  Nazis,  we  know  what 
Oberon  has  avoided,  and  what’s  eoming 
next  for  the  soon-to-end  Dream. 

The  play  was  paeked  the  night  I 
went,  and  no  wonder:  Shakespeare  in 
Hollywood'^  a  rightfully  hot  tieket.  BV!

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Risky  Business 

Guy  Maynard's  first  novel  looks  back 

Eugene  journalist  and  Oregon  Quarterly  editor  Guy 
Maynard  has  turned  his  eonsiderable  skills  to  novel 
writing,  and  his  first  book  takes  us  baek  to  a  not-so-distant 
time  when  Ameriea  was  at  war  with  itself.  The  revolution  of  the 
late  1960s  was  fed  by  war,  injustiee,  bigotry  and  radieal  polities 
and  infused  with  roek  musie,  long  hair,  drugs,  sex  and  love.  It’s 
all  mixed  together  in  The  Risk  of  Being  Ridiculous:  A  Historical 
Novel  of  Love  and  Revolution  (Hellgate  Press,  $19.95). 

The  seene  is  Boston  in  the  winter  of  1969-70,  and  19-year-old 
Boston  University  student  Ben  Tueker  is  infatuated  with  Sarah 
Stein,  but  like  the  times,  his  relationship  is  eomplieated.  He’s 
broke  and  sharing  an  apartment  with  a  wild  buneh  of  friends,  and 
he’s  in  trouble  for  protesting  on  eampus.  He’s  outraged  about  the 
injustiees  he  sees  everywhere,  from  the  streets  of  Boston  to  U.S. 
foreign  poliey.  What  ean  he  do  about  it?  Is  violenee  the  answer 
when  peaeeful  polities  are  not  working?  Sarah  is  also  in  love 
with  him  but  skeptieal  of  Ben’s  radieal  ideas  and  attitudes.  Can 
they  reeoneile  their  differenees? 

Maynard  draws  on  his  years  in  the  Boston  area  to  paint  the 
seene  for  us  in  great  detail,  and  we  suspeet  this  book  is  his 
personal  exploration  to  better  understand  his  youthful  experienees 
and  emotions.  He  injeets  faseinating  historieal  faets  in  the  book, 
his  eharaeters  are  memorable  and  sympathetie  and  the  dialogue 
fiows  easily.  His  aeeount  of  being  in  a  protest  mob  faeing  angry  eops  is  gripping,  and  his  deseription  of  an  LSD 
trip  is  the  most  transporting  we’ve  read  anywhere.  The  tale  builds  to  an  unpredietable  ending. 

The  quandaries  Maynard’s  eharaeters  faee  still  haunt  us  today.  And  as  with  Eugene’s  more  reeent  history  of 
eeo-sabotage,  protests  and  abusive  poliee  eraekdowns,  the  underlying  issues  remain  unresolved.  —  Ted  Taylor 
Guy  Maynard  reads  from  The  Risk  of  Being  Ridieulous  at  7  pm  Monday,  Oct.  25,  at  Gerlinger  Alumni  Lounge,  UO. 


A  Past  More  Perfect 

The  work  of  Oregon,  in  poem  form 

The  anthology  New  Poets  of  the  American  West 
(Many  Voiees  Press;  $24)  thudded  onto  my 
desk  like  the  largest  paperweight  or  laptop 
desk  I’d  ever  seen.  I  promised  to  review  this  whyl 
True,  I  like  poetry  even  though  I  read  too  fast  for 
mueh  of  it;  I  have  to  foree  myself  to  slow  by  reading 
it  aloud,  whieh  serves  a  mueh  better  purpose  —  to  re¬ 
imbue  poems  with  their  rhythmie,  musieal,  language- 
play  satisfaetions.  If  you  think  you  don’t  like  poetry, 
try  reading  it  to  someone  else,  or  even  your  pet.  You 
might  ehange  your  mind. 

For  our  purposes,  I  only  needed  to  read  the  Oregon 
poetry  seetion,  whieh  turned  out  to  be  a  mixed 
pleasure.  Book  editor  Lowell  Jaeger  (who,  along  with 
an  all- volunteer  staff  at  Flathead  Community  College 
in  Kalispell,  Mont.,  put  the  book  together  —  a  true 
labor  of  love)  says  in  his  prefaee  that  “as  a  reader.  I’m 
most  pleased  by  poems  made  from  the  stuff  of  this 
world,  the  nuts  and  bolts  of  our  daily  existenee.”  That 
means  a  lot  of  the  poems  eontain  eonerete  imagery, 
mueh  of  whieh  eoneems  the  work  of  the  working- 
elass:  logging,  speeifieally,  or  other  timber-related 
jobs;  and  for  some  of  the  poets,  being  a  logger’s  wife 
or  daughter. 

Ginger  Andrews’  poetry  kieks  off  the  Oregon 
portion  with  the  gritty  poetry  of  North  Bend  —  not  the 
airport  where  business  folks  fiy  to  get  to  the  Bandon 
Dunes,  but  the  North  Bend  where  the  fishing  business  isn’t  so  great,  where  the  mills  fail  and  people  go  to  war 
and  go  to  aleohol  and  put  their  dreams  into  ehureh  or  the  ealendar  hanging  above  the  workbeneh.  That  feel 
of  the  West,  instead  of  the  feel  of  the  Paeifie  Northwest  with  its  rains  and  progressives  and  eeo-warriors,  runs 
through  many  of  the  poems. 

Other  themes  emerge,  espeeially  those  of  aging,  making  ehoiees  that  ean’t  be  unmade,  loss.  Eugene  poet 
Ingrid  Wendt’s  “Benedietion,”  about  washing  her  mother’s  dead  body,  strikes  deeply  into  the  heart  of  physieal 
loss  and  love.  There’s  talent  in  this  state,  poets’  eyes  seeing  and  sifting  and  understanding.  Read  the  anthology 
to  see  into  their  worlds.  —  Suzi  Steffen

Funny  Guy? 

Mike  Birbiglia  puts  his  pain 
on  display 

Self-depreeating  eomedian  Mike  Birbiglia’s  new 
book.  Sleepwalk  With  Me  and  Other  Painfully 
True  Stories  (Simon  &  Shuster,  $24),  is  a  slim  little 
volume  with  a  deeeptively  easual  voiee.  Birbiglia  writes 
like  he  talks;  some  of  the  pieees  in  the  book  elearly  began  as 
bits  to  be  performed,  and  it  helps  to  have  some  familiarity 
with  Birbiglia’s  stand-up  (or  off-Broadway  show,  or  CDs,  or 
late-night  talk  show  appearanees).  It’s  like  a  eheat  sheet  for 
knowing  just  how  to  hear  the  stories  in  your  head:  the  tone 
is  unpretentious,  gentle,  slightly  baffled.  Birbiglia  is  a  dry 
observer  of  life’s  most  awkward  moments,  whieh  he  twists 
into  stories  that  are  never  unkind  in  their  honesty.  Most  of 
the  more  brutal  honesty  is  direeted  at  Birbiglia  himself:  His 
first  memory  of  getting  “widespread  attention”  involves 
shitting  in  the  yard  at  the  age  of  5;  his  first  kiss  results  in  the 
girl  proelaiming  him  “the  worst  kisser  she’s  ever  kissed”; 
and  then  there’s  the  everyday,  eonsistent  rejeetion  of  trying 
to  beeome  a  sueeessful  stand-up  eomedian.  His  time  on  the 
eollege  eireuit  makes  for  a  faseinating  read  —  the  “nooner” 
performanees  in  inappropriate  spaees,  the  foreed  travel,  the 
unreeeptive  audienees  —  espeeially  onee,  near  the  book’s 
end,  Birbiglia  gets  to  the  story  that  gives  the  book  its  title. 
He’s  a  sleepwalker,  prone  to  waking  up  in  a  karate  pose 
on  the  bed,  eonvineed  there’s  a  jaekal  in  the  room,  and 
in  a  La  Quinta  in  Walla  Walla,  Wash.,  the  sleepwalking 
takes  a  notably  dramatie  turn.  It’s  painful,  not  funny,  but 
that’s  Birbiglia’s  thing.  Plenty  of  eomies  mine  the  horrible 
and  transform  it  into  humor,  but  Birbiglia  leaves  the  pain 
right  there,  wrapping  the  awful  stuff  in  a  sort  of  distantly 
affeetionate  regret  that  things  played  out  the  way  they  did 
—  exeept  that  if  they  hadn’t,  he  wouldn’t  have  gotten  a 
story  out  of  it 

Sleepwalk  With  Me  begins  and  ends  with  Birbiglia’s 
dad’s  eonstant  refrain:  “Don’t  tell  anyone.”  It’s  a  good 
thing  Birbiglia,  like  the  rest  of  us,  didn’t  always  listen  to  his 
parents.  —  Molly  Templeton

Savage  Love  „ 

WORDS  OF  PURE  WISDOM  by  Dan  Savage  PI 

My  husband  and  I  have  had  an  open  marriage  for  the  last  two  years.  Up  until  five  months  ago, 
it  was  working  beautifully  At  that  point,  however,  I  was  sexually  assaulted  by  a  former  partner. 
Since  that  incident,  I  cannot  stand  sex  with  my  husband.  I  completely  flip  out  when  he  tries  to 
initiate  sexual  contact.  My  skin  crawls.  I  become  panicked  and  feel  repulsed.  I  just  cannot  handle 
it.  Those  times  when  I  go  along  with  it  anyway  leave  me  feeling  enraged  and  disgusted. 

I  don't  think  this  is  completely  unheard  of  for  someone  who  was  relatively  recently  assaulted, 
and  I  am  considering  therapy  to  help  me  work  through  it.  The  immediate  "problem"  is  that  I  have 
no  difficulty  having  sex  with  my  boyfriend.  In  fact,  the  sex  with  him  is  amazing  and  leaves  me 
feeling  loved  and  whole  and  wonderful. 

This  is  breaking  my  husband's  heart.  He  has  become  incredibly  jealous  of  my  relationship 
with  my  boyfriend.  He's  depressed.  He's  angry.  He  accuses  me  of  no  longer  loving  him,  and  he 
wants  me  to  stop  sleeping  with  my  boyfriend  until  our  marriage  is  back  to  normal.  I  feel  like  a 
horrible  person,  but  I  just  can't  do  that.  I  need  that  outlet.  I  need  that  support.  And  I  admit  I  have 
a  hard  time  believing  that  my  husband  and  I  will  ever  be  able  to  go  back  to  the  way  things  were 
before. 

I  feel  like  I've  already  lost  my  former  partner  (fucked-up  though  that  may  seem)  and  my  hus¬ 
band.  It  kills  me  to  think  about  cutting  out  the  one  positive  relationship  remaining.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  do  love  my  husband  -  very  much  -  and  watching  him  suffer  like  this  is  unbearable. 

Potentially  Traumatized  Sexual  Deviant 

I'm  sorry  that  you  were  sexually  assaulted  -  that's  awful,  PTSD,  and  I  hope  you  went  to  the 
police,  and  I  hope  you're  pressing  charges.  But  I  also  hope  you  know  that  being  the  victim  of 
sexual  assault  is  not  a  Get  Out  of  Being  a  Human  Being  Free  card. 

Just  because  you've  been  victimized  doesn't  mean  you  operate  in  an  alternate  moral  uni¬ 
verse  where  you're  not  obligated  to  take  other  people's  feelings  into  consideration  -  particularly 
the  feelings  of  people  you  profess  to  love  and  happen  to  be  married  to.  Your  first  priority  in 
the  wake  of  your  assault  had  to  be  your  own  physical  and  emotional  safety,  of  course,  but  your 
behavior  toward  your  husband  is  both  cruel  and  selfish. 

If  you  truly  loved  your  husband  and  valued  your  marriage,  PTSD,  you  would've  put  the 
boyfriend  on  hold  and  gotten  your  ass  into  therapy  without  having  to  be  told.  So  from  where 
I  sit  -  on  the  Bloomington  Shuttle,  headed  to  the  Indianapolis  airport  -  it  looks  to  me  like  you 
want  out  of  this  marriage.  But  instead  of  taking  responsibility  for  wanting  out  -  not  in  love  with 
the  husband  anymore  -  you're  playing  the  victim  card  while  slamming  both  hands  down  on  your 
marriage's  self-destruct  button. 

To  sum  up,  PTSD:  You're  being  a  total  shit.  Do  you  love  your  husband?  Is  your  marriage  a 
priority?  Then  start  acting  like  it:  Cut  the  boyfriend  off  -  for  the  indefinite  future  -  and  get  your 
ass  onto  a  counselor's  couch.  If  you're  not  willing  to  do  those  things,  PTSD,  then  stop  emotion¬ 
ally  assaulting  your  husband  and  put  both  your  marriage  and  him  out  of  their  misery. 

/  have  two  clits.  How  common  is  this?  I  have  never  been  able  to  ride  a  bike  because  I  have 
an  earthshaking  orgasm  as  soon  as  I  get  on  the  seat.  I  come  on  the  bus  -  the  soft  vibrations 
are  too  much!

How  the  hell  do  I  make 
this  happen?  How  do  I  approach  some  straight  guy  with  my  reguest  without  getting  beaten  up? 
Please  don't  say,  "Settle  for  a  very  straight-acting  and  straight-looking  gay  guy."  I  have  tried 
that,  and  it  doesn't  work!  The  guy  must  be  totally  and  completely  straight!  Otherwise,  it's  just 
not  a  turn-on  for  me.

Get  involved  with  one,  be  open  about  your  kinks,  and  you'll 
meet  a  few  kinky  straight  male  tops  who  would  get  a  kick  out  of  slapping  you  around. 

Best  odds:  Pay  for  it,  already. 

I'm  a  het  male  professional  in  my  mid-20s  who  wants  to  find  a  female  dominant  partner. 
Pro-dom  services  abound  for  stereotypes  like  me,  but  I'm  looking  for  a  D/s  relationship  rather 
than  just  playtime.  Predictably,  I  can't  find  one.  Women  I  meet  randomly  are  mostly  socialized 
to  want  dominant  men,  and  kink  personal  sites  like  FetLife  only  make  my  plight  look  even  direr: 
Nearly  all  the  doms  are  either  pros  or  in  their  50s.  It's  a  given  that  dominant  women  my  age 
are  unicorns,  but  how  can  I  maximize  those  slim  chances? 

Seeking  Unrestrained  Bitch 

By  keeping  your  kink  personal  ad  updated  -  unlike  unicorns,  kinky  younger  women  do  ex¬ 
ist,  and  you  want  them  to  be  able  to  find  your  ad  when  they  troll  on  FetLife  -  and  by  reconcil¬ 
ing  yourself  to  the  fact  that  most  submissive  straight  men  in  D/s  relationships  met  vanilla 
women  who  weren't  perverts  themselves  but  were  pervertible.
